3. The basis on which Applicants seek adjustment is as follows: 

A. Adjustment is sought for entry number 1 8 (mailing of the Restriction 
Requirement) dated February 20, 2004, which, as the Officers Determination of Patent 
Term Adjustment acknowledges, is clearly more than the 14-month PTO First Action 
under 35 U.S.C. § 132. Accordingly, a credit of 408 days is due Applicants (37 C.F.R.
